Summary of reasons for decision: 

The publication how to make dmtflv is a moving image file that contains a tutorial video on how 
to manufacture the dmg Dimethyltryptamine (DMT). It is deemed objectionable as it promotes 
and encourages the manufacture of illegal dmgs. 

The video is of a ‘DIY’ nature. It lists the ingredients, measures and equipment required, and 
plays detailed instructions as to the dmg’s manufacture. Toward the end of the video there is an 







image of the powdered drug and smoking instmments, suggesting the preferred method of use. 


DMT is listed as a Class A controlled dmg under the Misuse of Dmgs Act 1975. It is an offense 
to manufacture or be in possession of any controlled dmg listed by the Act. 

This classification interferes with the right to freedom of expression as set out in the New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. However, this is consistent with Parliament's intention and is a 
reasonable limitation on the freedom of expression. The classification reflects the concern of a 
free and democratic society to limit the availability of publications that promote or encourage 
criminal acts.
